Miniature Pneumothorax Apparatus 


Dr. JAMES MAXWELL (London, W.1) writes : 


This instrument has been constructed for me by the Genito-Urinary Manufacturing 
Company, and has been in routine use for the past six months, during which time it has 
given satisfactory results. 


The apparatus consists of four essential parts—the pump, the regulating valve, the aneroid 
manometer, and the filter. ‘These parts are contained in a cabinet 7” by 4” by 8”, and the total 
weight is 6 Ib. The pump has a capacity of 200 c.cm., and is made entirely of metal. The 
combined weight of the piston, piston-rod, and two-way cock is calculated to produce a gas 
pressure equal to a column of water of 35 cm. The piston-rod is hollow, and is fitted with a 
two-way cock of convenient shape to act as a handle by which the piston is pulled up. One end 
of this cock terminates in a screw cap for the purpose of holding a cotton-wool filter for the aspir- 
ated atmospheric air. ‘The opposite end is bent downward, and is joined to the regulating valve 
by rubber tubing. By means of this valve the rate of flow of the air to the pleura can be con- 
trolled with great ease and accuracy within wide limits, or it can be cut off entirely. From the 
outlet port of the regulating valve the tube divides into two branches. One leads via the filter 
to the patient and the other to an aneroid manometer. The quantity of air which has passed to 
the chest is indicated on the outside of the piston-rod by a double scale graduated by 20 c.cm. 
from 0 to 200 c.cm. The filter is a little more elaborate in design than is usual with existing 
apparatus, but the frequent and convenient change of the cotton-wool packing, which is possible, 
justifies the elaboration. It resembles the Record syringe, and consists of a glass tube with a 
metal cone at one end and a screw cap at the other. The ground metal cone fits into a counter- 
part, which is part of the ““T”’ junction connecting the manometer and filter to the regulating 
valve. When the wool is to be changed the filter is removed from the clip which holds it to the 
wall of the cabinet, and is then disconnected from the ‘““T”’ piece. The cap is then unscrewed 
and the wool changed. The whole process is carried out without disturbing the rubber tubing. 


The manometer is specially constructed, and has been subjected to severe tests extending 
over two years in order to ascertain its constant accuracy. The scale is well spaced, and the 
pressures can be read easily ; the instrument appears to be more sensitive than the water 
manometer. A suitable winder for the rubber tubing and a detachable rack for the needles are 
fixed inside the door of the cabinet. The most suitable lubricant for the piston has been found 
to be ordinary medicinal castor oil. 


The advantages claimed for this instrument are that it is readily portable, there is little 
likelihood of accidental damage, it is always ready for use, and the difficulties inseparable from 
the use of liquid in the manometer are obviated. When used for a refill the instrument is 
placed upright, the cylinder is filled with atmospheric air, and the flow to the chest is regulated 
by the special valve, so that any desired pressure can be maintained ; the pressure is constantly 
indicated by the manometer, and the flow of air can be instantly stopped by closing the valve. 


For the induction of a pneumothorax, in which case it is necessary that the first part of 
the air should be drawn into the chest by the suction of the collapsing lung, the instrument 
is placed on its back so that the cylinder is horizontal. It has been found that a negative pressure 
of only 3 or 4 cm. of water is sufficient to move the piston, and so draw air into the chest. For 
the withdrawal of air from the chest the reverse process must be carried out, the air being drawn 
from the chest to the cylinder by suction. The filter must, of course, always be changed before 
the instrument is again employed for refills.

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Artificial Pneumothorax Apparatus 
By Dr. F. G. CHANDLER, M.D., F.R.C.P. 


The apparatus consists of two movable wide neck bottles, each of 1,100 c.c. capacity. 
One of these, usually called the gas bottle, is graduated in 100 c.c. units from below upwards, 
whilst the other, called the pressure bottle, is left plain. Both bottles are fitted with rubber 
bungs bored in two places to receive one short and one long glass tube. The gas bottle bung 
has a third hole into which a combined glass cock and filter is fitted. 


The two bottles are half filled with some weak antiseptic solution, and joined together by a 
wide bore rubber tube attached to the long glass tube in each bottle. As the long glass tubes 
reach nearly to the bottom of the respective bottles, the total anoumt of fluid contained in one 
bottle can be transferred to the other by a suitable adjustment of their levels. 


The space above the fluid in the pressure bottle is in communication with the atmosphere 
through the short glass tube. The corresponding space in the gas bottle communicates through 
a three-way stopcock, with (1) the pneumothorax needle, and/or (2) the water manometer. 


According to the position of the indicator on the cock handle, the following connections 
are possible :— 
(1) Pneumothorax needle to manometer (gas bottle shut off). 
(2) Gas bottle to manometer (pneumothorax needle shut off). 
(3) Gas bottle to manometer and pneumothorax needle. 
(4) “ Off” position (all connections blocked). 


In position (1) the correct pressure in the pleural cavity can be ascertained. 


In position (2) the initial gas pressure in the bottle can be ascertained and, if need be, 
adjusted, 


In position (3) the flow of gas can be regulated. 


In the conduit leading from the three-way stopcock to the pneumothorax needle a cotton- 
wool filter is interposed, and 6” from the end a short glass connection. 


The filling of the gas bottle takes place through the cotton-wool filter on that bottle. For 
that purpose the gas bottle is elevated above the level of the pressure bottle, and the cock below 
the filter is opened. As the fluid escapes into the pressure bottle, air is sucked in through the 
filter. ‘The cock must be closed again before the bottle is completely empty of fluid, otherwise 
the syphon action will be interrupted. 


The apparatus is housed in a compact mahogany case 17” high by 94” wide, and 6” deep, 
provided with a carrying handle. The manometer, three-way stopcock, and one cotton-wool 
filter are fixed to the inside of the door. On the left side is a bottle rack, adjustable in height, 
which can be stowed away in a separate compartment at the top of the case when not in use.

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THIS new Artificial Pneumothorax Apparatus is designed for outpatients departments with large 
attendances, where the great simplicity with which it can be operated saves much valuable time. 

The apparatus consists of two glass chambers “AA” held in clips against the ends of two beams “BB”, 
pivoted at their centres on the supporting column. The two chambers communicate with each other 
through a rubber tube “‘C” attached to their bases. Two rubber tubes “DD” connect the top of each 
chamber with the out and inlet ports marked ‘‘-+-"’ and ‘“—” respectively via the slide valve “E”. The 
air entering the chambers passes through a small removable filter chamber on the inlet port. The moving 
part of the slide valve carries a pointer, whilst on the stationery part of the valve two white lines indicate 
the “Induction” and “Off” positions. A spring loaded screw cap at the back of the valve keeps the two 
plates in apposition and, at the same time, controls the friction necessary to maintain the glass chambers 
“AA” in any position. 


The outgoing air passes through the main filter ““F’”’ held in a clip at the front of the supporting column 
A side branch at the top of the filter, provided with a small cock, leads to the manometer “‘G’’. ‘The man- 
ometer scale ‘‘H” is adjustable so that small changes in the fluid levels in the ‘““U” tube can be compensated. 
A small thumb screw at the back of the zero mark holds the scale in position. At the right hand extremity 
of the upper beam is a small detachable handle which can be boiled. A sterile operator can thereby alter 
the position of the glass chambers without coming into contact with any other part of the apparatus. 


Sterilization and Filling 

The two filter chambers should be taken to pieces and boiled together with the rubber tubing. The 
two glass chambers can be treated in a similar manner; or they can be sterilized with some suitable antiseptic. 
If boiling is decided upon they must be taken to pieces by unscrewing the outlet nozzle at the top. All 
parts, and especially the interior of the rubber tubes, must be thoroughly dried after sterilization. Care 
must be taken to replace the rubber washers in their respective positions when reassembling. After 
assembly has been completed, the graduated chamber must be filled with 200 c.c. of water to which a 
small quantity of phenol or some other harmless antiseptic has been added. This is best accomplished by 
detaching the water tube ‘“C” from the plain chamber and moving the graduated chamber into the lowest 
position. 


By means of a small funnel inserted into the end of the tube, the fluid can then be poured into the 
chamber until the 200 c.c. mark is reached. The “U” tube should be filled with the same fluid to which 
can be added a suitable aniline dye. 


The action of the apparatus is very similar to that of an Air Pump. The filtered air contained in the 
lower chamber is forced out by gravity, whilst at the same time atmospheric air is sucked in through the 
small filter on the negative port into the uppermos: chamber. Care must be exercised to connect the 
main filter ‘‘F” to the positive port when the apparatus is used for Induction, Refills or Air Replacement. 


{nduction 


When inducing a pneumothorax the pointer must be in the appropriate “Induction” position and the 
fluid in both chambers level, corresponding to zero pressure in the system. When the needle enters the 
pleural cavity the manometer will indicate a negative pressure and the fluid level in the graduated chamber 
will rise until the opposite chamber is empty. At this stage the right hand chamber must be lowered 
gently until communication with the outlet “+"' port is established, when the fluid contained in the 
graduated chamber will flow back and expel the air under slightly positive pressure. 


Refills 


When giving refills the chambers should be in the “‘Off”’ position and the small manometer cock 
open. As soon as fluctuations in the manometer indicate that the needle is in the pleural cavity, one of the 
chambers can be lowered. 

The air above the fluid in the lower chamber will then be forced through the main filter “F’’ into 
the pleural cavity. The scale on the graduated chamber indicates the volume of air displaced. By reversing 
the position of the chambers, the process is repeated as many times as required until the desired intra- 
pleural pressure is reached. Before reading the final pressure, the chambers should be back in the “Off” 
position.

The Negus Laryngoscopes, (Esophageal Specula, and

speculum, leaving the full lumen free. 


The details of construction can be clearly seen on outline 
drawings “A” and “ B” of a Negus Laryngoscope. 


Two small channels, welded to the speculum on opposite 
sides and in a slanting direction, hold two projector lamps 
in position. ‘The wall of the speculum underlying these channels 
is cut away to allow the beams of light to enter the speculum, 


The angle between the two beams is so arranged that they 
converge and cross each other on the point of emergence from 
the speculum, i.e., at the site of operation. The light is just 
sufficiently diffused to produce an even illumination in any 
plane situated up to four inches from the distal end of the 
instrument. 


The electrical connection between the battery and the two 
lamps is established by means of a horse-shoe shaped lamp 
carrier, provided with screw sockets and cable connection. 
It can be readily removed from the speculum (with the lamps) 
and sterilized by boiling or any other known method. The 
design is both simple and strong. 


The Negus Bronchoscopes are fitted with distal and proximal 
lighting. The latter is produced by a special prismatic pro- 
jector detachably mounted on the square handle. 


Proximal lighting in Bronchoscopes is only effective and

The proximal third of the Bronchoscopic tubes is expanded—- 
funnel shaped—in order to facilitate vision during instru- 
mentation, and to prevent glare when proximal illumination 
is used. 


Particular attention has been paid to the sizes of the distal 
portion of the Bronchoscopic tubes, i.e., the part that passes 
between the vocal cords, and definite circumferential measure- 
ments, suitable to the age of the patient, have been determined, 


The old practice of identifying these instruments by the 
size of the bore, regardless of the external measurements, has 
serious drawbacks, and often resulted in cedema or even trauma 
of the cords.
